DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on September 25, 2008. Claims 
18 and 19 have been cancelled previously. New claim 20 has been added. 

2. Claims 1-17 and 20 are currently pending and are under examination. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

3. The rejection of claims 1-17 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention is withdrawn based on the amendment to the claims. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-9 and 11-16 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, scope of 
enablement is withdrawn based on the remarks describing the level of skill in the art by citation 
to U.S. Patent 5,856,090 that describes multiple enzymes capable of linking a peptide with a 
nucleic acid molecule. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Examiner's amendment to the Abstract: 

The invention relates to a method for the production and allocation of nucleic acids and 
polypeptides coded thereby. The Said method can be used for evolutionary selection of 
polypeptides in vitro. The inventive method makes it possible to allocate nucleic acids to

the polypeptides coded thereby and to select and isolate nucleic acids coding for 
polypeptides with selected properties. The invention is directed to the use of (cytosin-5)- 
methyl transferases and to the use of fusion polypeptides or nucleic acid fusion 
polypeptide complexes covalently bonded thereto according to the inventive method. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 - 1 7 and 20 allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose the use of a water-in-oil emulsion with the in vitro transcription-translation of a fusion 
polypeptide, wherein the nucleic acid molecule encoding the fusion polypeptide is covalently 
bonded to the expressed fusion polypeptide in a microcompartment.
